2. Fobm op Goyebnment. 

The Confraternity shall be governed by 
- 1. A Superior-General, and 
2. A Council. 

3. Membebship. 

Subject to the conditions herein set 
forth, any one being a Communicant or 
under preparation for receivingHoLY Com- 
munion, shall be eligible to become an 
Associate of this Confraternity. 

Such person being desirous of becoming 
an Associate of the Confraternity of the 
Blessed Sacbament, shall signify his, or 
her, wish to the Superior-General, or to 
one of the Superiors of the various Wards, 
or to any Priest- Associate in the following 
form : —

Candidates shall be admitted to Mem- 
bership by the Superior-General, a Supe- 
rior of a Ward, or any Priest- Associate, 
according to a form hereinafter set forth. 

Associates are invited to make offerings, 
according to their ability, to the General 
Fund of the Confraternity, from time to 
time, and especially upon the day of their 
admission. 

4. The Supebiob-Genebal. 

The Superior-General shall be either a 
Bishop, or Priest, elected annually at the 
Annual Meeting of the Council, subject 
to the approval of the Conference of As- 
sociates. 

It shall be his duty to govern the Con- 
fraternity according to its Objects and 
Laws, with the advice of the Council. 
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5. The Superiors op Wards. 

The Superiors of Wards shall be such 
Priests-Associate as have established 
Wards, or Branches of this Confraternity, 
with the consent of the Superior-General. 


6. The Council. 

The Council shall consist of the Superior- 
General, and the Superiors of Wards, to- 
gether with such Priests-Associate as shall 
be elected for the year ensuing at the An- 
nual Meeting of the Council, subject to the 
approval of the Conference of Associates. 

The Council shall meet at least annually, 
previous to the Annual Conference of As- 
sociates, and at such other times as the 
Superior-General may direct. 

The Superior-General upon the requisi- 
tion of not less than three members of the 
Council, shall convene a meeting within 
fourteen days of the date thereof. 


7. The Treasurer and Secretary or 
Secretaries. 

There shall be a Treasurer and Secre- 
tary or Secretaries for the Confraternity, 
elected annually by the Council. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
keep the Registers of the Confraternity, to 
send Notices, and to make arrangements 
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for circulating subjects for Intercession 
among the members, under the direction 
of the Superior-General. 

8. Wards. 

It shall be competent for each Ward to 
frame its own Regulations, in conformity 
with the Objects, Rules, and Recommen- 
dations of the Confraternity, subject to 
the approval of the Superior-General. 

9. The Annual Conference. 

The Annual Conference, open to all As- 
sociates of the Confraternity, shall be held 
on the first Thursday after Trinity Sun- 
day, or within eight days of that date, 
after a Celebration of the Holy Eucha- 
rist. And all Priests-Associate shall, 
within the same period, if possible, cele- 
brate the Holy Eucharist for the ob- 
jects and intentions of the Confraternity, 
either in their own Churches, or in some 
neighbouring parish. 

10. Intercessory Prayer. 

Any person, whether an Associate of the 
Confraternity or not, may send direct to the 
Superior-General, or to him through any 
Priest- Associate, a request for the prayers 
of the Confraternity; and if approved 
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by the Superior-General, the intercession 
shall be included in the Monthly List for 
such time as may be by him appointed. 

The Monthly Paper shall be sent to all 
Associates of the Confraternity, through 
the Superiors of Wards or the Priests- 
Associate ; but in the case of Associates in 
Religious Communities, through their own 
spiritual Superiors. 

11. Altab Linen and Vestments. 

It is intended, according to the means 
placed at the disposal of the Council, to 
provide Altar Linen and Vestments for 
such poor parishes as may need such as- 
sistance. 

Associates are specially invited to make 
offerings of alms, materials, or work for 
this purpose. 

12. Altebation of Laws. 

These Objects, Rules, Recommenda- 
tions, and Laws, can only be altered by 
the Council, subject to tne confirmation 
of the Annual Conference.

1. It is earnestly requested that Priests- 
Associate, on admitting members, will be 
careful to see that the obligations incurred 
by membership are clearly understood. 

2. They are also requested, on admitting 
a Priest into the Confraternity, to give 
notice of such admission, together with the 
full address of the new Priest- Associate, 
without delay, to the Secretary, in order 
that his name may be registered, and the 
subjects for intercessory prayer and other 
notices be duly forwarded to him. 

3. On admitting® lay member the Priest- 
Associate is requested to be careful to keep 
the name and address of the new member, 
as he will be responsible for the Monthly 
Paper and other notices being sent to such 
member. 

4. Priests- Associate are also particularly 
requested to send the names and addresses 
of all lay Associates admitted by them 
during the past year to the Secretary on 
or before the Feast of the Ascension. 

5. It is hoped that the greatest care and 
regularity will be taken in transmitting 
the notices for intercessory Prayer. 

6. Persons desirous of becoming mem- 
bers of the Confraternity and duly recom- 
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mended, but unable to appear personally 
for admission before a Priest-Associate, 
may be provisionally admitted on the as- 
surance of their intention to seek formal 
admission as soon as may be practicable. 

7. Offerings made to the general fund 
of the Confraternity or for special purposes 
should be transmitted to the Treasurer. 

8. Superiors of Wards should see that 
minutes of their proceedings are duly 
kept, as well as a list of the names and 
addresses of the Associates belonging to 
their Ward, or admitted by them.

The following suggestions are offered 
as to the use of the Monthly Papers of 
Intercession : — 

It is not supposed that every interces- 
sion can be offered in full and separately 
at every Communion. 

It would be sufficient if the intention of 
offering them in union with the body of 
Associates be made at every Communion. 

The several intercessions may be read 
over some time before the Communion, 
and then offered in intention at the time 
of Communion. 

Or the paper may be read carefully on a 
certain day in the week, say the Sunday in 
each week, and, if necessary, gone through 
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again in the interval ; and then the sub- 
jects be borne in heart, at least in inten- 
tion, at Communion. 

Or a portion of the Paper may be read 
over on one day of the week, the remain- 
ing portions on other days, and all be of- 
fered together in intention. 

The whole body of Associates will still 
be united in a common bond of interces- 
sory prayer, and all will still be offering to- 
gether the same desires with one intention. 

Should it happen in any case that even 
this limited use of the intercessions is diffi- 
cult, it will be sufficient simply to com- 
memorate the objects by inserting in any 
intercessory prayer, the mention, together 
with any others specially remembered, “of 
those who are being prayed for in the 
Confraternity of the Blessed Sacrament of 
the Body and Blood of Chbist.”
